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Crow W ing County 
Agriculture 


Clover grows naturally in Crow Wing 
County, as do all grasses and root plants. 
Alfalia 1s comparatively new to the county 
but yields tremendously wherever tried. 
Corn, oats and other small grains grow rap- 
idly in the clay soil in most sections of the county and make general 
farming a prohtable enterprise. 

The agricultural future of Crow Wing County, however, seems 
to lie mostly in two directions, with cattle and with fruit raising. The 
erasses that grow here wild, clover, alfalia, etc., afford excellent forage 
for cattle herds in the summer, and made 
into hay, make excellent winter fodder. The 
fine corn which grows in the county makes 
fine ensilage to feed with hay in the winter 
months. 








Many fine Holstein herds may be seen in driving through the 
county, probably because this hardy breed seems to thrive in the 
climate of north central Minnesota. The raising of cattle in this 
county is not confined to any one breed, however, as the many herds 
of Shorthorn and Herford in the county testify. 








Sheep, Hogs 


Sheep also find excellent foraging pastures in the county 
and thrive in the healthy climate. The climate permits but 
one shearing a year, but seems to induce the rapid growth 

of fine “mutton” animals. Many farmers find sheep raising 
: profitable as a sideline in the county. 





Hogs are profitable 
here as everywhere where 
diseases have not taken 
hold. The climate here is 
healthy and helps to pro- 
duce a breed of hogs with 
more than an ordinary 
amount of “meat.” Each year as more corn is grown in the county 
hog raising becomes an increasingly profitable enterprise in the 
county. 





Soil 

The soil in Crow 
Wing County varies 
from light sandy 
loam to rich, heavy 
clay loam. 

The county is 
covered with second 
growth timber, 
which is easily re- 
moved from the 
yielding loam. This 
soil, once cleared, is 
particularly adapted 














firmness and size scarcely to be equalled 
elsewhere. A yield of 300 bushels to the 
acre 1s possible with careful cultivation, 
and a yield of 125 to 150 bushels to the 
acre is a usual thing in the county. The 
potatoes grown in Crow Wing County 
find a ready market because potatoes 
which grow to such a size, still retaining 
their firmness are unusual. 

Many natural lakes, streams, etc., help 


to the growth of “root” 
plants. 

Beans, peas, and le- 
guminous plants of all 
varieties grow here, 
yielding large crops be- 
cause of the rapid 
erowth which the soil 
induces. Potatoes

As we look around 
us we see comfort- 
able farm homes, 
grain fields, dairy 
and sheep farms. 
Here is a cozy farm 
home. Let's visit 
the good folk who 
live here. 

Farmer Murray 
and his cheery wife 
ereet us. Mrs. Mur- 
ray has been work- 
ing around her bee hives. After 16 years with bees she reports 
enthusiastically on Crow Wing County for bee-ratsing. 

Mr. Murray is talking of his farm. 

“When I came here over 16 years ago this land was covered with 
timber. Every year I cleared a little land, and let my cows support 
me. Once the land was cleared I had good crops nearly every year. 
That field raised a fine crop of corn for me last year. It’s crops like 
that which make hog-raising profitable. 

“Small grains mature here early, the soil is light and makes for 
rapid growth, especially root plants, potatoes, clover, alfalfa, etc. 

“My wife’s bees thrive on the wonderful clover fields around 
here. With a little care, and by putting the bees in winter quarters 
early, she has made a fine thing of them.” 

We are told of dairy farms and sheep farms further on and leave 
the Murrays to visit these. The Murrays have found general farm- 
ing, cattle raising, bee-raising, all profitable in Crow Wing County.

back, has cleared a quarter section, built comfortable stock buildings 
and a fine home for his family, and raises prize-taking corn crops 
yearly, in eight years’ time. 

The summer home of J. C. Barber is a veritable village of stock. 
Cattle, horses, 
chickens, etec., are 
comfortably 
housed in well 
constructed build- 
ings. Yearly Mr. 
Barber farms sev- 
eral sections of 
land during the 
summer months, 
and enjoys the 
quiet country life 
on Nokay Lake,

Dr. J.. A. Thabes’ farm is located about 16 miles from Brainerd and is 

a good example of what can be done on land in Crow Wing County by 
the general farmer. Corn, oats, 
and many small grain crops are 
erown on this farm, in conjunc- 
tion with a small herd of cattle.

Fruit Raising 


Long before man ever cultivated land in 
Crow Wing County berries of all descrip- 
tion grew profusely. Wild strawberries, 
raspberries, blackberries, currants,  etc., 
erew thick near the meadows and forests. 
Now as you drive through the county during the months of July and 
August you run into numerous children and grown people “Berry- 
ing.” It is little wonder that many farmers turn so naturally to fruit 
raising in the county. 





Bay Lake Fruit Growers Association 


Among the hills around Bay lake you see many berry farms, 
stretching over the country. Fruit growers in this section of the 
county found marketing their enormous crops far more difficult than 
the raising of fine berries. 


To keep from flooding the dit- 
ferent markets on various days 
the fruit growers around Bay 
Lake formed the Bay Lake Fruit 
Growers’ Association. This or- 
eanization manages to distribute 
their produce from day to day to 
the markets where they draw the 
best price. An efficient manager 
is employed, economically be- 
cause of the better prices which 
the association members get for 
their produce. The retailer is 
dealt with direct, so that the com- 
mission man’s profits are done 
away with. 


This association markets not 
only berries, but celery, currants, 
plums, compass cherries, apples, 
sweet corn, peas, potatoes, etc. 
Their activities have to a large 
extent helped to show what can 
be done on Crow Wing County 
land. 











An Opportunity Suggestion 


With Brainerd so centrally located, furnishing an 
unbeatable distributing point to the territory in the 
northwest,—it is naturally a city for manufacturers to 
locate. Berries, and produce grow readily in the 
county, and would furnish ready materials for a fruit 
canning plant. The railroads go from Brainerd in all 
directions, north, east, south and west. 


Truck Gardening 


There are not a great number of truck gar- 
dens in the County but as more people find out 
how profitable 1s the industry in Crow Wing 
County the number increases. Potatoes, peas, 
tomatoes, etc., all grow so rapidly in the light 
soil in the County that products that find an 
unusually ready market are easily raised.

Mining Industry 


Each year the 
Mining Industry 
in Crow Wing 
County yields a 
greater revenue 
and assumes 
greater propor- 
tions. At present 
there are 11 prop- 
erties producing 
and shipping from 
underground op- 
erations and six 
from open pits. 
Six more wunder- 
ground mines are being developed and two more open pit mines. 





In addition to the 25 mines operating or about to operate, known 
deposits to the number of 45 have been explored, while a great quan- 
tity of properties adjoining these are being explored and constantly 
reveal new deposits. 


The ore production has increased tremendously in a few years as 
the shipments for the years of 1912 and 1915 indicate. In the former 
year 147,000 tons were shipped from the Cuyuna Range, while in 
1915 the ore shipments amounted to 1,135,000 tons. The manganifer- 
ous ore found on this range has assumed new value since the present 
Eurepean war, because of its use in the manufacture of iron alloys. 


Various estimates of the amount of unmined ore on the Cuyuna 
Range have been made from time to time. The amount usually given 
is as high as 400,000,000 tons, leaving out of the gure much unex- 
plored properties. This ore has a valuation of $3.55 at the Lake Erie 
ports where it 1s received and transported to the smelters. 


Iron ore lands in the county have increased in value since the 
Minnesota Tax Commission took over the work formerly done by 
local assessors, and recommended that the assessed valuation be raised 


from $6,000,000 in 1912 to $14,000,000 in 1914, 
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From this revenue the county derived 314,000 for its road and 
bridge funds in 1912, and two years later received $32,000 from the 
same fund. The year of 1916 will probably yield in the neighborhood 
of $61,500 for the building and maintenance of our highways. 

The owners of ore lands are generally responsible parties, well 
able to pay their assessments and thus maintain the various funds 
to which their assessments are credited. 


- County Schools 


The county schools amongst the rural population 
show a large attendance in proportion to the popu- 
lation in the rural districts. This makes for un- 
usual advantages to be had in the outlying districts. 

There are 97 common and semi-graded schools in the county, 
which with four graded systems and one consolidated brings the total 
up to 102, which were taught last year by 203 teachers, almost two 
teachers to a school, 

Transportation was furnished thirty-five pupils last year, and 
the average distance traveled by those who walked was one mile. No 
one walked more than three miles. 

This showing is an excellent one, in that it indicates thrift and 
industry amongst the population of Crow Wing County, and the desire 
to have the children of the county obtain the proper fundamental 
training. ie.
